President Coolidge acted wisely, as usual, re­ 
cently in signing the McNary-WoodrufT b ill, ap­ 
propriating am ounts aggregating eight million 
dojlars for the purchase of national forest lands 
during the next three years. 
The b ill is regarded 
as a signal victory for the national forest move­ 
m ent and will, it is said, b e of great b enefit to the 
people of the north, the south and the east. 
The passage of the b ill is said to b e of par­ 
ticular moment to the people of Wisconsin, M inn­ 
esota, Michigan, 
and 
the pine 
and hardwood 
states of the South, and will also make it possib le, 
it is said, for the national government to pur­ 
chase the famous Waterville area of New Ham p­ 
shire and add it to the W hite M ountain National 
Forest, a b eauty spot known to tourists all over 
America. 
The forest movement is growing in America 
and deservedly so. 
Less than a generation ago it 
seemed that our forests were to pass entirely out 
of existence and that we would b ecome a treeless 
nation. 
Then the conservationists b egan to raise 
their voices and following this the moves for the 
preservation of our forests and for the reforesting 
of waste places was put under way. 
Today, as the average tourist well knows, the 
national government is developing forests in all 
parts of the country and the state governments 
are following suit, b y developing state parks, 
a 
numb er of which include state forests. 
All of this is as it should b e. 
We need the 
forests b ecause we will always need wood for cer­ 
tain purposes and cannot afford to depend on 
importation altogether. 
Then we need the foi- 
ests from the ethical side of life, too. 
There is 
nothing more restful than a great forest, nothing 
which tends to give m an greater confidence in 
the wisdom of his Creator. 
A trip through a 
magnificent forest is as good as a sermon. 
We 
need the trees and every good citizen should give 
the forestry movement all possib le assistance. 


THE ifOUSE NAVAL PROGRAM 
The House naval program comprises the con­ 
struction of fifteen cruisers and one aircraft 
carrier. » The fifteen cruisers are to b e laid down 
in groups of five each during the next three years.

President Coolidge today vetoed 
for the second time within two 
years the McNa'ry-Haugen farm 
relief bill designed to aid stab- 
ilization of the agricultural in- 
dustry. 
'i No chance of passing the bill 
6ver the veto is seen now. Action 
would have to come first in the 
senate, since that body passed 
the bill first, but the legislative 
jam would offer a justifiable ex- 
cuse to lay the bill aside. 


On passage originally the sen- 


ate showed sufficient strength to 
pass the measure over a veto, 
but the votes are lacking in the 
house, according to the roll call 
there on the measure. 


The bill sets up a federal farm 


board, appointed by the presi- 
dent, which is to supervise sur- 
plus operations. For surplus op- 
erations, a $400,000,000 revolving 
fund is provided, half allocated 
to a loan fund, the other half to 
equalization fee operations. 


If loans to cooperatives do not 


take care of a surplus, then the 
federal farm board may operate 
with the equalization fee, but it 
cannot start operations with any 
commodity until the commodity 
council approves. The board de- 
termines the amount of the 
surplus, dumps this abroad, thus 
raising the price in this coim- 
«y, and then-assesses an equal- 
ization fee against farmers to 
cover losses in the surplus oper- 
ations. 


In his veto message accom- 


panying the bill to congress, the 
president pointed out the follow- 
ing as his objections to the 
measure: 
Its attempted price-fixing pol- 


icy.The tax characteristics of the 
equalization fee. 
The widespread bureaucracy 


which it would set up. 
Its encouragement 
to pro- 


fiteering and wasteful distribu- 
tion by middlemen. 
Its stimulation of over-pro- 


duction. 


Its aid to our foreign agricul- 


ture competitors. 


6The recurring proble mof sur- 


pluses in farm products has 
long been a subject of deep con- 
cern to the entire nation," the 
president said, "and any econo- 
mically sound, workable solution 
of it would command not only 
the approval but the profound 
gratitude of our people. 


"The present measure, how- 


ever, falls short of that most de- 
sirable objective; indeed, 
al- 


though it purports to provide 
farm relief by lessening the car- 
s of our greatest industry, it not 
only fails to accomplish that 
purpose but actually heaps even 
ligher its burdens of political 
control, of distribution costs, 
and of foreign'competition. 


"It embodies a formidable ar- 


ray of perils for agriculture 
which are all the more menac- 
ing because of their being ob- 
scured in a maze of ponderously 
:utile bureaucratic paraphana- 
lia. In fact; in spite of the inclu- 
sion in this ' measure of some 
constructive steps proposed' by 
the administration, it renews 
most of the more vicious devices 
which appeared in the bill that 
was vetoed last year. 


This document is much al- 


tered from its previous form but 
in substance, particularly as to 
its evident ultimate affect of 
tending to delude the farmer 
with a fantastic promise of un- 
workable governmental price re- 
gulation, is still as. repugnant as 
ever to the spirit of, our institu- 
tions, both political and com- 
mercial.''

MORE FORESTS 


President Coolidge acted wisely, as usual, re- 


cently in signing the McNary-Woodruff bill, ap- 
propriating amounts aggregating eight million 
dollars for the purchase of national forest lands 
during the next three years. The bill is regarded 
as a signal victory for the national forest move- 
ment and will, it is said, be of great benefit to the 
people of the north, the south and the east. 


The passage of the bill is said to be of par- 


ticular moment to the people of Wisconsin, Minn- 
esota, Michigan, and the pine and hardwood 
states of the South, and will also make it possible, 
it is said, for the national government to pur- 
chase the famous Waterville area of New Hamp- 
shire and add it to the White Mountain National 
Forest, a beauty spot known to tourists all over 
America. 
'• . 


The forest movement is growing m America 


and deservedly so. Less than a generation ago it 
seemed that our forests were to pass entirely out 
of existence and that we would become a treeless 
nation. Then the conservationists began to raise 
their voices and following this the moves for the 
preservation of our forests and for the reforesting 
of waste places was put under way. 


Today, as the average tourist well knows, the 


national government is developing forests in all 
parts of the country and the state governments 
are following suit, by developing state parks, 
a. 


number of which include state forests. 


All of this is as it should be. We need the 


forests because we will always need wood for cer- 
tain purposes and cannot afford to depend on 
importation altogether. Then we need the foi- 
ests from the ethical side of life, too. There is 
nothing more restful than a great forest, nothing 
which tends to give man greater confidence in 
the wisdom of his Creator. A trip through a 
magnificent forest is as good as a sermon. We 
need the trees and every good citizen should give 
the forestry movement all possible assistance. 


THE itOUSE NAVAL PROGRAM 


The House naval program comprises the con- 


struction of fifteen cruisers and one aircraft 
carrier, .The fiiteen 
• cruisers -are to be laid down 


in groups of five each during the next three years. 
The aircraft carrier is to be laid down some time 
within the'next two years. 
The program does 


not go beyond 1931, for then another limitation 
of armament conference will be held, and the sit- 
uation may be changed. 


All but five of the twenty-two cruisers arc out 


of commission. We have only ten cruisers that 
were finished between 1923 and 1925. 


Today Great Britain has 63 cruisers, Japan 


33, United States 
IS. 
The ratio is: 
Great 


Britain 5, Japan 2.6, United States 1.4. 


The debt of the cruiser program will be $274,- 


000,000 spread over six years. 


VOTE DOUBLED IN 16 YEARS 


There is much speculation as to what will be 


the total popular vote November 6th, this year 
That it will be "a million or so" more than 1924 
is certain -if one is to judge from the difference 
between the'total of four years ago with that of 
eight years ago. 


In 1920 the total vote for President was 


(roughly) twenty-six million, and in 1924 twenty^ 
nine million. Eight years'ago was the first elec- 
tion under the Susan Anthony amendment to the 
Federal constitution whereby females 21 years af 
age beanie entitled to exercise the 
suffrage. 


Many states by amendment to their own consti- 
tutions had years before equipped women with 
the ballot 
With the barrier down before Elec- 


tion Day in 1920, the dream of Miss Anthony was 
realized, and those who had carried on after her 
passing away in 1906, beheld the very brief pro- 
vision soldered into the Constitution as Amend-1 
ment XIX. 
- 
! 
In the election of 1916 — the last quadrennial 


contest preceding the adoption of the nineteenth 
amendment — there were eighteen, million votes 
cast or eight million fewer than in the election 
four years later. There were fifteen million votes 
cast in 1912 and fourteen million in 1908. Hence 
in sixteen years the vote more than doubled. 
Great as was the 1924 total with its twenty-nine 
million, the agitation for greater exercise of the 


• suffrage goes on. 
In the face of a population of 


more 
than one hundred and ten million, 


it is 
clear that an appaling number of 


male and female citizens in every state neglect 
the priceless boon of the ballot.
